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County Approves Preliminary Plan 
For Beltway Plaza Redevelopment

On February 20, the Prince 
George’s County Planning Board 
voted to approve the Preliminary 
Plan of Subdivision (PPS) for 
the Beltway Plaza redevelopment 
proposed by GB Mall Limited 
Partnership. The approval was 
dependent upon conditions set 
out by the board, which focused 
mainly on bike and pedestrian ac- 
cessibility within and around the 
site. The Greenbelt City Council 
also approved the PPS with a set 
of conditions of their own. 

The next step in the process 
is a Detailed Site Plan (DSP) 
submitted by the applicant. It 
will include more comprehensive 
proposals on things like housing 
types and internal road systems. 
Ultimately, the board will have 
the final say on this project, yet 
the conditions set out by council 
will also be taken into account. 
All these conditions will be ad- 
dressed either in the DSP or at 
a later phase in the construction 
process. 

According to Senior Planner 
Eddie Diaz Campbell, the plan- 
ning board felt that the PPS pro- 


posal was friendly to pedestrians 
and bikes within the develop- 
ment. Thus, the main concern of 
their conditions was to provide 
the same quality off-site in the 
surrounding area. Specifically, 
there were proposals for trails, 
sidewalks, bus shelters and bike 
amenities in connection with 
Greenbelt Road, Cherrywood 
Lane and Breezewood Drive. 

The other planning board con- 
ditions focused on tree conser- 
vation, effective lighting, storm 
drain outfalls to avoid adverse 
impacts on land, and pedestrian 
and bike amenities within the 
development, like signage, cross- 
walks and designated bike lanes. 

The conditions from council 
included: 

Access drives on Breezewood 
Drive. 

Off-site woodland mitigation 
in conformance with county code. 

25,000 square feet of interior 
space for public recreation ac- 
tivities and necessary ancillary 
activities.

Delegate Washington: Funding 
Increases Will Benefit Schools

At his first table talk of the 
year held in Greenbelt’s New 
Deal Café, Delegate Alonzo 
Washington discussed funding 
for education and House Bill 
1300, which is intended to imple- 
ment recommendations from the 
Kirwan Commission and improve 
Maryland’s school system. 

Washington, the delegate for 
the 22nd District and chair of the 
Education subcommittee, went 
through a fact sheet detailing 
several policy areas in the bill, 
discussing each point. 

Washington noted that the plan 
would take a while to take full 
effect, and that costs would ramp 
up over time. 

“We're going to start with 
2020 and we’re going to be phas- 
ing the program in,” Washing- 


ton said. “And once we get to 
FY2030 it will be fully imple- 
mented and we’ll be spending 
about four billion additional dol- 
lars on education.” 

School Board Representa- 
tive Joshua Thomas was also in 
attendance. Thomas represents 
Greenbelt and the rest of District 
2 on the Prince George’s County 
Public School (PGCPS) Board. 
He said that PGCPS would be 
able to reduce class sizes as the 
Kirwan funding came into effect. 

“As the Kirwan funding 
comes in, we’re going to be able 
to retain more teachers, to hire 
more teachers. When we think 
about what’s at the root cause of 
overcrowded classrooms, it’s two

years and an advocate for the 
community. 

“She was a feminist and a 
tireless volunteer for Greenbelt 
in Greenbelt,” said University of 
Maryland Campus Club President 
Sarah Bourne. 

Bourne met Beauchamp in the 
1960s. They were both members 
of the Prince George’s County 
Historical Society and strong 
proponents of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. Throughout their 
long history, Bourne said she 
always viewed Beauchamp with 
a great deal of respect. 

A Greenbelter at heart, Beau- 
champ served on the Women’s 
Action Coalition of Prince 
George’s County and the Prince 


George’s County Commission 
on Women from 1990 to 1993. 
Admired and recognized for her 
work in elevating women’s is- 
sues, Beauchamp was inducted 
into the Prince George’s County 
Women’s Hall of Fame in 1991 
and the Maryland Women’s Hall 
of Fame in 2003. 

The Beauchamp Scholarship, 
which was conceived by the 
Campus Club in 2016, has pro- 
vided annual need-based awards 
of $750 since its creation for 
graduate students in the Depart- 
ment of Women’s Studies. 

So far, nearly $15,000 of the 
$25,000 endowment goal has

So I was 
shocked to read “Small-Scale 
Nuclear Reactors May Be in Our 
Power Future.” First, the article is 
largely uncritical of the dangers 
of nuclear power. The article 
mentioned that “only one” died 
from Chernobyl. This is not true. 
At least 30 clean-up workers on 
the site died. Furthermore, over 
300,000 people had to be relo- 
cated from the area. Chernobyl 
is still unsafe for humans to live. 
The exclusion zone around 
Chernobyl is approximately 
1,000 square miles. The area is 
a 30 km (19-mile) radius of area 
around Chernobyl. The exclusion 
zone is unsafe for humans to live. 
Also, up to 6000 cases of thyroid 
cancer may be linked to exposure 
to Chernobyl’s radiation. 
Nuclear power may not emit 
greenhouse gases, but we don’t 
know a lot about the dangers 
of nuclear. I encourage people 
to research for themselves. And 
please, GNR, fact check and be 
more careful about running puff 
pieces on dangerous technology.

Greenbelt officials should 
sit down and talk with Hunan 
Treasure owners this week and 
find out what is happening at 
that shopping center, and report 
back to the community. The city 
should also be helping the Hunan 
Treasure owners find another lo- 
cation so this great restaurant can 
continue serving this community 
for another 25 years.

Climate Action 

On Wednesday, March 11, 
from 7 to 9 p.m., the Greenbelt 
Climate Action Network will 
discuss Changing the System 
through Non-Violent Direct Ac- 
tion, in the Community Center, 
Room 114. 

According to the Intergovern- 
mental Panel on Climate Change 
(IPCC), if we are to have a 67 
percent chance of limiting global 
heating to below 1.5 degrees 
Celsius, we had on January Ist 
of 2018 only about 420 giga- 
tonnes of C02 left to emit. At 
our current emissions rate, that 
budget will be exhausted in 8 
years, although many scientists 
reason that these numbers are too 
moderate. A recent climate model 
by 100 of the top French climate 
scientists outlines a worst case 
scenario of a 6-7 degree Celsius 
rise in temperature by 2100, a 
figure well above the worst case 
scenario in the IPCC reports. 

And yet with red lights flash- 
ing and alarm bells ringing it has 
become clear that our political 
institutions are either unwill- 
ing or incapable of responding 
to this crisis with the scale and 
urgency demanded by the sci- 
ence. In response to this reality, 
last September saw the largest 
climate protests in the history of 
the movement. Catalyzed by the 
youth-led school strikes, an es- 
timated 4 million people partici- 
pated in actions in over 99 coun- 
tries. Here in D.C., a coalition of 
social justice and climate activists 
occupied intersections across the 
city and shut down business as 
usual. Speakers from various 
local climate groups (Extinction 
Rebellion, #ShutDownDC, Be- 
yond Extreme Energy, The Cli- 
mate Mobilization) will be pre- 
senting various upcoming plans 
for further “Non-Violent Direct 
Action” (NVDA). In the words 
of Greta Thunberg, “if solutions 
within the system are so impos- 
sible to find, then maybe we 
should change the system itself.” 

The first hour will feature four 
guest speakers. The second hour 
will be devoted to updates on the 
city, county and state level. For

been reached. Once endowed, the 
Beauchamp Scholarship will live 
in perpetuity to support genera- 
tions of students.

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Volunteers Pitch in to Remove 
English Ivy and Protect Trees

workday, where community 
members learned about beavers, 
invasive vines such as English 
ivy (Hedera helix), and protect- 
ing trees from both as part of 
the Greenbelt Forest Stewardship 
Project. 

The day began with coffee 
as Public Works Environmental 
Coordinator Kevin Carpenter- 
Driscoll gave a brief presentation 
on beavers and the important 
role they play in the environ- 
ment. Beavers have the greatest 
immediate impact on their en- 
vironment, second only to hu- 
mans, and are often referred to 
as environmental engineers. By 
building dams that block water- 
ways and flood the surrounding 
area, beavers are able to con- 
vert forest habitat into wetlands. 
These wetlands increase the local 
biodiversity by providing critical 
habitat for many different species 
of plants and animals that rely on 
them for food and shelter. 

Dam and wetland creation is a 
normal occurrence in ecosystems 
that contain beavers but they 
do present serious challenges 
for municipalities. Felling trees 
and flooding areas can damage 
critical infrastructure and present 
public safety hazards. Instead of 
trapping, relocating or euthaniz- 
ing the beavers at Buddy Attick 
Park, Public Works has taken 
the approach of co-existing with 
the beavers by selectively caging 
trees around Greenbelt Lake. 

Beavers are known for their 
habit of chewing on trees for 
food and to build their dams 
and lodges. Tree caging is a use- 
ful method to deter the beavers 
from felling native trees in areas 
frequented by the public, such as 
the trails and homes around the 
lake. On Presidents Day, large 
trees close to the walking trail 
were targeted for caging while 
smaller trees were left uncaged. 
This prevents beavers from fell- 
ing large trees, which can pose

a public safety hazard, while 
leaving the smaller trees for the 
beavers. This enables us to safely 
co-exist with the beavers. 

Volunteers also had the op- 
portunity to learn about invasive 
English ivy and how to identify it 
and safely remove it from trees. 
English ivy is an evergreen spe- 
cies of vine that is native to Eu- 
rope and western Asia and was 
introduced in the U.S. as early 
as the 1700s, valued as a year- 
round, carefree ground cover for 
ornamental purposes. It has since 
been discovered to be a serious 
invasive species that can cause 
harm to natural ecosystems by 
overtaking forest floors and tree 
canopies. Without any natural 
predators, diseases or direct com- 
petition in the U.S., English ivy 
is able to flourish and out-com- 
pete native species. As it creeps 
along the forest floor, its foliage 
creates a secondary canopy that 
shades out competition, stunts 
forest regeneration and decreases 
biodiversity. The vine will also 
ageressively climb up trees into 
the canopy where it will branch 
out and shade the host tree, slow- 
ly killing it. The added weight of 
the vine also makes the afflicted 
trees susceptible to toppling over 
in high winds. 

After the presentation, the vol- 
unteers were ready to get outside 
and work in the warmer than 
usual weather, with temperatures 
reaching close to 60 degrees. The 
group of 20 volunteers split into 
two groups, tree cagers and vine 
pullers, and effectively caged 120 
trees while releasing numerous 
trees from English ivy, including 
a large and majestic old sycamore 
tree on the peninsula, for a total 
of 60 service hours. A special 
thank you to the members of Boy 
Scout Troop 214, many student 
volunteers and parents who made 
it possible.

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Meet Kevin Carpenter-Driscoll: 
New Environmental Coordinator 


The walls of Kevin Carpenter- 
Driscoll’s office are covered in 
nature-themed art. Taped on the 
wood-colored brick are delicate 
leaf diagrams, a map of rivers 
and detailed portraits of bees. It 
iS an appropriate setting for the 
workstation of Greenbelt’s new 
environmental coordinator. 

When Carpenter-Driscoll, a 
Certified Maryland Master Nat- 
uralist, assumed the role last 
month, he hit the ground running. 
At his introduction to the city 
council and residents during the 
council meeting on January 13, 
he announced plans for a Presi- 
dents Day of Service. Fast for- 
ward to the February 17 holiday: 
around 20 volunteers showed up 
at Buddy Attick Park to cage 
trees to prevent beaver damage. 
The idea, Carpenter-Driscoll says, 
is “not to necessarily remove 
[the beavers], but to coexist with 
them. It is more of a public safe- 
ty initiative as beavers can chew 
on a tree that is close to a trail or 
a home and it becomes a hazard.” 
In total they caged about 120 
trees and removed some invasive 
vines as well. 

A main duty of Carpenter- 
Driscoll is to create environmen- 
tally-based programs and organize 
events like this that educate and

involve the people of Greenbelt. 
When Presidents Day is over, his 
focus moved to Leap Day, when 
the next event — a bird count — 
took place. 

Carpenter-Driscoll is also 
spearheading the forthcoming 
food scrap composting program, 
in addition to writing grant ap- 
plications and serving as a liaison 
for different committees in the 
city. He is responsible for making 
sure the facilities in Greenbelt are 
under code for the Stormwater 
Pollution Prevention Program 
(SWPPP) as well.

cal makeup of Maryland, 
Greenbelt likely does not 
seem as lush as some of the 
other regions. To the east 
are the Chesapeake Bay and 
the Delmarva Peninsula; to 
the west are the Blue Ridge 
and Allegheny Mountains. 
Looking at a map, Prince 
George’s County falls near 
the middle, far from these 
landscapes. Part of the en- 
vironmental coordinator’s 
role, Carpenter-Driscoll 
explained, is to teach the 
community about the eco- 
system in Greenbelt. He 
says, “Because of the high 
population density along 
the I-95 corridor, you get 
so much human impact. With that 
usually comes invasive species 
which, to me, is a sort of water- 
shed thing. That’s what I work on 
a lot for conservation.” 
Carpenter-Driscoll has plenty 
of plans in store for the future, 
but his first focus was the Leap 
Day bird count. He explained, 
“Greenbelt is sponsoring teams 
for the Breeding Bird Atlas, 
which is a citizen science initia- 
tive to count bird populations.” 
The tallies can be used to help 
refine state wildlife and habitat 
conservation plans. The City of 
Greenbelt promised to donate 
29 cents per bird that volunteers 
found to the Maryland Ornitho- 
logical Society to help with the 
initiative. “I can take people 
out, teach them things like that, 
and show them a good time,” 
Carpenter-Driscoll said.

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things, teachers, actual, full-time, 
physical adults that can lead in- 
struction, and space.” 

Leta Mach, a Greenbelt City 
Councilmember, suggested the 
Department of Education could 
partner with co-operatives, and 
that these co-operatives could 
help parent engagement. 

Washington agreed that this 
was an important partnership to 
foster, particularly in early child- 
hood education. 

“It’s important because we 
know that there are professionals 
that do really great work there; 
as a county and as a state we 
don’t have the capacity to do the 
work those schools are doing at 
an early stage,” Washington said. 

One challenge in implementing 
some of the proposals is a lack 
of facilities and staff, according 
to Washington. 

HB1300 purports to solve this 
problem both by ramping up 
construction and by increasing 
teacher salaries across the board 
to a minimum of $60,000 in 
2029. This proposal drew some 
questions. One community mem- 
ber asked how Prince George’s 


County would be able to bring 
in more teachers if Montgomery 
County raised its base salary. 

Washington said that raising 
the base salary would help attract 
teachers to the state overall. 

“This number 60,000 is go- 
ing to be statewide,” Washington 
said. “Montgomery County isn’t 
hiring their teachers at 60,000 
right now, they’re hiring them at 
about 46,000.” 

Washington also said that the 
bill contains an increase in per- 
pupil funding for schools with 
a high concentration of pov- 
erty to pay for increased services, 
particularly social workers and 
healthcare practitioners. 

“Everyone can receive those 
services at those schools, we’re 
not just limiting it to students in 
poverty,” Washington said. These 
changes would impact schools 
where more than 80 percent of 
students are eligible for free and 
reduced meals. 

Washington also discussed 
some of the ways the state could 
raise revenue to pay for the 1m- 
plementation of HB1300, includ- 
ing a proposed carbon tax. 


Thursday, March 5, 2020 


Janna Parker, a resident and 
activist in Prince George’s Coun- 
ty, criticized two of the proposed 
tax changes, which ban income 
subtraction for contribution to 
the Maryland College Investment 
plan if the money was being 
used for private high schools 
and grade schools, and means 
test some individual tax credits 
for solar panels, disability access 
ramps and similar modifications 
to structures for high income 
taxpayers. 

“T have a issue with any sort 
of recommendation that would 
increase the payments or taxes 
on middle- or lower-income fami- 
lies,” Parker said. The measures 
Parker criticized only raised small 
amounts of money, and she felt 
they penalized people for putting 
away money for their children’s 
futures or prioritizing sustain- 
ability. 

“The solar panels and acces- 
sibility ramps are things that we, 
as a community, have said are 
priorities for us,” Parker said. “It 
seems like we’re taking that away 
for this small revenue.”

After that, Deep Trekker and 
its handlers shipped out to Al- 
abama where it explored the 
spring. The video samples will 
be evaluated by a visual recog- 
nition system and the fish will 
be counted without any scientist 
getting wet. 

The fish are 
alive and well in Coldwater 
Spring. The data will be crunched 
— that is, the size of their popula- 
tion will be determined — soon. 
But for May, the project was 
already positive. 

“They got a lot of visuals on 
the sculpins,” he said in an email. 
“It was a success!”

He believes the 
project is “critical to the enhance- 
ment of the amenity and to the 
Greenbelt and Prince George’s 
community.”
